NATURE  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


The  district  is  essentially  agricultuj’al  in 
character  and  many  of  the  local  industries  are  of 
this  nature,  v'hich  include  the  manufacture  of 
animal  feeding  stuffs,  cheese  making,  Broiler 
chicken  production  and  processing,  together  with 
the  slaughter  of  animals  for  ’export’  meat. 

In  addition,  .glove  making,  the  manufacture 
of  ready  mixed  concrete,  and  the  manufacture  of 
caravans  are  local  industries. 

During  the  year  further  efforts  have  Been  made 
to  attract  new  industry  into  the  district. 


C.  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT  uHICH  ARE  NOT  THE 

RESPONSIBILITY  OF  THE  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Hospital  coverage  for  the  district  is  shared 
By  the  Yeatman  Hospital  at  SherBorne ,  the  Dorset 
County  Hospital  (Both  of  the  West  Dorset  Hospital 
Group) ,  together  with  the  Blandford  Hospital  and 
the  Poole  General  Hospital  (of  the  Bournemouth  and 
East  Dorset  Hospital  Group)  of  the  Wessex  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

LaBoratory  Services 

The  Public  Health  LaBoratory  Service  has  once 
again  proved  co-operative,  helpful  and  efficient. 

General  Medical  Practitioner,  Ophthalmic  and 

Fharmaceuti nrl  Services 

These  are  administered  locally  By  the  Dorset 
Executive  Committee. 

County  Council  Services 

The  personal  preventive  health  services  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 

They  comprise,  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children,  maternity,  school  health,  prophylactic 
innoculation,  home  nursing,  mental  health,  the 
ambulance  service,  the  care  and  after  care  of  the 
tuberculous.  Blind  and  handicapped,  health  educa¬ 
tion,  the  domestic  help  service  and  the  welfare  of 
the  aged. 

Domestic  Home  Help  Service 

The  assistance  provided  'by  the  domestic  home 
help  service  is  of  such  incalculable  Benefit  to  the 
needy  old  people,  that  it  is  difficult  to  re-call 
how  these  people  managed  Before  this  service  was 
instituted. 

But  for  this  service,  on  which  increasing 
demands  are  Being  made,  many  old  peoxDle  would  Be 
unable  to  survive  in  their  own  homes.

Voluntary  Services 


j\cknov/led.gement  must  again  "be  made  to  the 
excellent  voluntary  work  carried  out  in  the  district 
hy  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  Sturminster 
Voluntary  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee,  the 
Sturminster  Silver  Threat  Cluh,  the  Rotary  Cluh 
and  the  W.V.S. 

The  latter  proves  a  meals-on-v\;heels  service 
from  which  twenty-eight  old  people  henefitted 
compared  with  seventjr  during  the  preceding  year. 

This  is  a  most  valuable  service,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  time  will  see  its  expansion.  Not  only 
are  the  meals  appreciated  hy  the  old  people,  hut 
even  more  (one  sometimes  thinks)  are  the  twice 
weekly  visits  hy  helpers  who  take  the  meals  aro-und.

The  year  has  seen  the  depletion  of  the  Public 
Health  staff  by  one  whole  time  Clerk  and  one  Assis¬ 
tant  Public  Health  Inspector. 

In  the  place  of  the  whole  time  Assistant  Public 
Health  Inspector  the  services  of  local  Veterinary 
Inspectors  have  been  employed  to  carry  out  the  Meat 
Inspection  formerly  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  two 
Public  Health  Inspectors.  As  a  result,  there  has 
been  no  financial  saving  -  only  the  loss  of  one 
half  of  the  services  of  a  Public  Health  Inspector 
for  general  public  health  duties. 

The  preventive  v/ork  of  a  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  (although  not  apparent  to  the  Council  until  a 
crisis  occurs)  is  not  alv/ays  fully  appreciated.  It’s 
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work  is  not  "brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Council 
until  some  action  "by  the  Council  is  rec[uired. 
Nevertheless,  constant  supervision  hy  the  depart¬ 
ment  is  required  to  he  carried  out  in  respect  to 
the  purity  of  water  supplies,  clean  food  produc¬ 
tion  and  sale,  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  and 
the  routine  inspection  of  housing  and  working 
conditions  etc.  etc.  All  these  routine  duties 
should  and  must  he  done.  They  cannot  he  fully 
carried  out  without  an  adequate  staff. 

Your  Authority  has  had  an  adequate  staff  for 
this  purpose  for  the  past  twenty  years  -  up  to  a 
year  ago,  v/hen  you  decided  to  rely  on  the  services 
of  one  Public  Health  Inspector  only. 

During  his  absence  (on  leave,  or  through 
sickness)  you  have  no  one  to  cover  for  him. 

It  will  he  necessary  to  rely  at  such  times  on 
the  uncertain  services  of  an  officer  of  another 
Authority,  which  has  sought  to  provide  an  adequate 
Public  Health  staff. 

It  is  when  a  serious  Public  Health  crisis 
arises  that  the  value  of  your  Public  Health  depart¬ 
ment  is  really  appreciated,  and  any  deficiencies 
in  the  service  become  apparent. 

I  regret  having  to  refer  to  this  matter  in 
this  report,  but  having  failed  to  persuade  the 
Council  as  to  the  need. of  an  additional  Public 
Health  Inspector,  I  have  no  alternative  but  to 
record  my  advice  in  these  pages. 


VXATER  SUPPLY 


The  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board  have 
responsibility  for  the  public  water  supplies  in 
the  district. 

There  has  been  close  co-operation  with  the 
Officers. of  the  Board,  Copies  of  the  reports  of 
the  regular  weekly  samples  taken  by  the  Board  are 
sent  to  this  office.  Similarly,  reports  on  samples 
taken  by  your  Officer  are  sent  to  the  Board,  No 
samples  V\fere  taken  by  your  Officer  this  year. 

In  quality  and  quantity  the  supply  has  re¬ 
mained  satisfactory. 

Household  Supplies.  Pev/  houses  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  lack  a  piped  water  supply. 

Private  Supplies . 

The  small  parishes  of  Stoke  Wake  and  Woolland 
have  their  ovm  private  supplies. 

Some  houses  in  Belchalwell  and  Glanvilles 
Wootton  derived  their  water  from  private  supplies. 

During  the  ^^ear  less  satisfactory  sampling 
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results  were  olDtained  from  all  these  supplies , 
which  have  resulted  in  supply  at  Glanvilles 
Wootton  being  abandoned,  and  work  being  carried 
out  at  Stoke  Wake  and  Vi'oolland  in  an  attempt  to 
improve  these  supplies.

DRAINAGE  AND  SE~  'RRAGE 

All  the  major  parishes  have  got  sewerage 
schemes,  and  no  serious  nuisances  in  the  district 
exist  due  to  the  lack  of  such  schemes. 

The  surcharging  of  sewers  with  surface  water 
has  again  caused  trouble  at  Marnhull.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  a  scheme  had  been  prepared  to  eliminate 
this  recurrent  nuisance,  and  to  take  the  addi¬ 
tional  load  of  sewage  due  to  the  present  and 
future  expansion  in  new  housing  in  that  parish. 

Cesspool  Emptying 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  provided  by  the 
Council  under  Section  76  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  operated  by  contract,  has  continued  to  oper¬ 
ate  reasonably  satisfactorily. 

Difficulties  are  still  being  experienced  in 
the  disposal  of  cesspool  contents. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A  fortnightly  curbside  collection  (with  a 
weekly  trade  refuse  collection  in  Sturminster 
Newton)  has  continued  during  the  j^-ear. 

An  order  has  been  placed  for  a  new  collection 
vehicle  (S.  &  D.  ‘‘Pakamatic  20”)  which  will  con¬ 
siderably  speed  up  collection.  This  has  become 
necessary  because,  apart  from  the  fact  that  exis- 
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ting  vehicles  have  reached  the  end  of  their  useful 
life,  the  amount  of  refuse  collected  has  increased 
hy  approximately  25V-.  in  hulk  since  1960,  and  there 
are  further  building  proposals  v.^ithin  the  district 
v/hich  might  well  make  the  purchase  of  another 
"Fakaraa tic”  vehicle  necessary  during  the  course  of 
the  next  fev/  years. 

Negotiations  were  continued  during  the  year 
towards  establishing  a  new  refuse  tip  at  Gonygar 
Coppice,  Okeford  Pitzpaine.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  tip  will  be  in  use  during  the  early  part  of 
1967,  vrhen  disposal  will,  in  the  first  instance 
be  by  controlled  tipping.  It  is  still  hoped  that 
ultimately  it  will  be  possible  to  develop  a  better 
means  of  disposal  here.

Litter  receptacles  are  supplied  at  layb3^s 
throughout  the  district;  those  on  trunk  roads 
being  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  emptied 
by  them,  and  also  by  our  wm  vehicles  when  neces¬ 
sary.  There  is  some  evidence  of  misuse  of  these 
laybj^-s  by  the  public,  but  so  far  in  this  district 
this  has  not  been  of  nuisance  value. 


RIVERS  AilD  STREAMS  POLLUTION 


Once  again  Stourton  Caundle  Brook  was  polluted 
for  a  short  time  during  the  summer,  and  this  was 
due  once  more  to  silage,  as  far  as  it  was  possible 
to  check.  Arrangements  have  been  made  which 
should  prevent  this  happening  again.  Similar 
pollution  occurred  in  the  stream  at  Glanvilles 
V/ootton.

Salmonellosis  infection  amongst  farm  animals 
(principally  calves)  is  an  increasing  public  health 
ha zard. 
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v>/hen  notification  of  this  infection  is 
received  from  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer, 
enquiries  are  made  at  the  farm  so  that  appro¬ 
priate  advice  can  he  given  to  prevent  the  spread 
to  members  of  the  farm  workers*  families  or  the 
general  public  through  the  milk  supply. 

Unfortunately  it  is  by  no  means  certain  that 
all  instances  com.e  to  notice  as  there  is  no 
statutorsT-  duty  placed  on  a  farmer  or  private 
veterinary  surgeon  to  notify  such  outbreaks 
amongst  farm  animals,  either  to  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Officer  or  the  District  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.
